The decision to let the old rules 
stand, taken at a closed-door con- 
ference of Republican senators, ap- 
parently swept away any chance 
for a successful challenge to the 
Senate’s filibuster rule, and had the 
effect of preventing a filibuster 
fight from jamming the opening 
session.

Cloture Threat 


Remains as Threat 


It might have better had the Senate 
opened with the anticipated fight over 
cloture and ended the matter. As it is, it 
very likely will continue to be the club 
over the head of Southern Democrats 
throughout the entire session, ready for 
use whenever their votes are needed on 
crucial issues. 


Any move to limit Senate debate at 


this session seems remote since South- 
ern senators are unanimous in their op- 
position and the GOP is eager to muster 
as much support for its program as pos- 
sible from the Southern delegation. Ex- 
cept for bargaining purposes, it is un- 
likely that the GOP will want to con- 
sider any rules change. 


The real issue involved is, of course, 
civil rights. By making it easier to limit 
debate, the proponents of civil rights 
proposals hope to make it impossible for 
opponents to talk them to death. How- 
ever, since 1917 only four of 21 attempts 
to close debate have succeeded. The 
present rule, adopted in 1949, provides 
that cloture can be imposed only if 64, 
or two-thirds of the 96 senators, vote 
to do so. 


It is unlikely that the rule will be 
changed, as its chief opponent, Senator 
Humphrey, must know. He and his 
followers apparently are determined, 
however, to get themselves ‘on record. 

. * . 

“As the new Congress opens its ses- 
sion, Senator Russell, of Georgia, is ex- 
pected to be the “spiritual leader” of the 
Senate Democrats, although the title of 
“minority leader” will go to Senator 
Johnson of Texas. Senator Russell 
could have gained the latter position 
with ease, but he prefers to remain floor 
manager for the Southern bloc as it con- 
tinues to fight civil rights lagislation. 

Former House Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn, a middle-of-the-road Democrat, 
of Texas, will become minority leader 
of the House. 

In general, the majority leadership 
in the new Congress will-be along more 
conservative lines than previously an- 
ticipated. The top positions will go to 
Taft backers, with the. exception of 
Senator Knowland of California, who 
was chosen to become policy chairman. 
Senator Taft, of Ohio, becomes majority 
leader; Senator Millikin of Colorado is 
named as policy chairman, and Sen- 
ator Bridges of New Hampshire will be 
Senate president pro tem. 

In the House, Joe Martin of Massa- 
chusetts will become speaker, with Hal- 
leck of Indiana as floor leader and 
Arends of Illinois as whip. 

+. .6 

The 83rd Congress faces some mo- 
mentous decisions. Legislation that ex- 
pires this year alone will require some 
tough reasoning. Included on this list of 
high-priority measures are price, rent, 
and wage controls; the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act: foreign economic, mili- 
tary and technical aid; excess profits 
tax on corporate earnings; rates for tax- 
. ation of individual and corporate in- 
comes; extension of the President’s 
emergency powers: import duty on for- 
eign copper (presently suspended), and 
the President’s authority to propose re- 
organization of executive agencies. 

Other high-priority items include 
ownership of tidelands oil; farm pro- 
grams; Taft-Hartley Act revision, and 
extension of the Selective Service Act. 

Technically, at least, the Republi- 
cans will assume control and respon- 
sibility for the country’s destiny in the 
83rd Congress. They will need our 
prayers and all the help they can get in 
their task.

Start 1953 With Gift 
To March of Dimes 


The 1953 March of Dimes drive was 
opened in Georgia on Friday with $125,- 
000 as the goal. 

Surely no one needs an introduction 
to the March of Dimes. Since Franklin 
D. Roosevelt initiated the program, it 
has become as closely identified with the 
fight against polio as the Christmas 
Seals are with the antituberculosis cru- 
sade. 

Polio struck hard in Georgia in.1952. 
In some counties funds available for par 
tient care were exhausted and, the call 
had to go out from local chapters to the 
National Foundation for Infantile Pa- 
ralysis for financial help in the crisis. 

The 1953 budget for Georgia is based 
on a desire to pay off the deficit from 
last year and to prepare to meet the de- 
mands of cases that are bound to de- 
velop in the months ahead. 

For the battle against polio is far 
from-won. One of the chief weapons is 
money—for research, for the study that 
has led to gamma globulin, the most 
successful of the preventives yet tried; 
for the expensive treatment of the polio 
victims.

Dog Catcher Assumes 
An Important Role 


Terrell County is starting off the year 
with a new county officer, an official 
dog catcher. 

Creation of the post is occasioned by 
the way in which rabies has become a 
menace over much of Georgia. The 
most effective control method is inocu- 
lation, as required by state law. But 
the law means nothing unless it is en- 
forced. 

That many counties are moving to- 
ward strict enforcement is an encourag= 
ing sign. There was a time when the 
phrase “dog catcher” was one of deri- 
sion. “I wouldn’t vote for him for dog 
catcher,” the citizen would say by way 
of lowrating a candidate. 

The rabies threat has elevated the 
position to one of importance, one that 
calls for a qualified man. The health 
and welfare of an entire community may 
well depend on the success with which 
the dog catcher carries his share of a 
vital assignment—seeing to it that dog 
owners protect themselves and their 
neighbors by complying with the in- 
oculation law.

Unemployment Sur plus 
Sufficient for Flood

Revelation that the working of the 
state employment insurance laws has 
piled up a surplus of almost $8,500,000,- 
000 in the Federal Treasury suggests that 
steps should be taken to reduce that 
amount or at least to keep it from grow- 
ing. The Georgia share of the overage 
is $127,050,659, considerably more than 
the total of $79,652,138 paid out to job- 
less Georgians since January, 1939. 

Either the pay to the unemployed 
can be increased in keeping with living 
costs or the -amount of unemployment 
tax deduction on business and industry 
be reduced. Both steps may be advis- 
able under the circumstances. 

Having a surplus for a rainy day is a 
good idea, but at the present rate the 
savings in the unemployment insurance 
department are ample for a deluge. 
Certainly the situation calls for serious 
study followed by adjustments.

Some high points have been 

Potsdam, the dropping of the atomic bomb 

on Hiroshima, aid to Greece and Turkey in 

the first move to stop- Soviet expansion, 

founding of the United Nations, the Marshall 

Plan with its new phase to American’ foreign 

policy, NATO, and finally Korea. These were 
not small undertakings. 


On the harsh side of the ledger, Mr. Tru- 
man is accused of too much cronyism in 
government. He did appoint some weak men 
to office, and he had a sense of loyalty which 
made it difficult for him to let a man go 
when he defaulted. But he surrounded him- 
self with some strong men as well—like Gen- 
eral Marshall, James Forrestal, Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson, Secretary of Defense Lovett, and 
others. Graft and corruption unearthed 
under his administration offers another side. 

The final judgment of history will pass 
over these incidents as more or less trivial. 
Mr, Truman will be judged by the perma- 


_nency of the works he created. Korea may 


yet become the symbol of world peace 
brought about through the instrumentality of 
the United Nations. If that is true, Truman 
will go down in history as the man of peace. 
History will remember him by his more 
noble accomplishments. 

These are some of the many things fu- 
ture historians will take into account in ap- 
praising the life and times and administra- 
tion of Harry S. Truman, the quiet, de- 
termined man from Missouri who never as- 
pired to be President but who came to like 
his job immensely once it was thrust upon 
him. The least that can fall his lot is that 
he will be recorded as the miracle man of 
politics from having won an election which 
all of the experts had written off as lost— 
the greatest dramatic political triumph of 
the century.

Governor’ Defends 
Budget Position 


Governor Talmadgé, assisted by the fiscal 
artillery of State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, 


brought in the New Year with a bang with 


eo of _ budgetary status of the 
) cmmeume State government, This 
ms 2 document was not of the 
-. sort calculated to bring 
: instant relief to heads 
throbbing with passage of 

the Old Year. 

The governor, in a 
spirited defense of his 
monetary policies, inti- 
mated in passages of 
stanch exactitude that 
any who would question 
his practices in the dollar 

field were endowed with judgment of vary- 
ing dependency. A strict perusal of the 
Talmadge document indicates the digits are 
lined up on his side. In addition, he declares 
the array is’ so perfect that if it were mon- 
keyed with the result would be near chaotic, 
that old felks would see pensions dwindle 
away, that sick persons would see state 
solicitude in swift retreat; an@ that the high- 
ways would—retrogress into shambles (not 
a trip of any great distance in some in- 
stances). 

Mr. Talmadge is to be commended for 
his scientific approach to the problem of 
state financing, though one might be led to 
the view he has been overly harsh in con- 
demning all who do not see eye-to-eye and 
naught-to-naught with him. 

Perhaps I am a little sensitive in this 
sphere, for I enthusiastically seconded the 
motion that a pay increase for teachers 
would not be the worst idea in the world, 
Espousal of this notion evidently places me 
in the category described in this manner 
by the governor: 

“Some of this agitation is politically in- 
spired and some of it stems from irrespon- 
sible and inconsistent persons who are ap- 
parently not too. well-informed.” 

This classification is frightening enough, 
but what really gives me the willies is seeing 
Auditor Thrasher lined up with the proper 
figures to back the governor’s position. Mr. 
Thrasher practically is never wrong. The 
figures in the Talmadge-Thrasher line say 
that the state now is clipping along at a 
$230,712,824 yearly rate while powered with 
an income of $220,000,000 octane. This is 
financial wizardry at its best. 

The catch is that the state surplus will be 
out of business within two years if this. ratio 
is maintained. Variables are a sudden de- 
sire of all department heads to cut their 
budgets (what's that!) and the fluctuating 
amount of state income, give or take a few 
million here and there. 

Governor, you’re hard to argue with. 

But let’s go back to the original propo- 
sition. The schoolteachers indicated they’d 
like a raise, and it didn’t seem like a bad 
idea. After all, prices have been going up 


. like all get-out, and if one would wish to 


maintain the integrity of the teaching prd- 
fession the wage should be at least attrac- 
tive enough to overcome the appeal of a 
career based on the finances derived from 
stopping runaway horses. 

How can one get people to teach school 
when they can make more doing practically 
anything else? That’s the problem. 

But I'll have to hand it to you, governor, 
even if you don’t hand it to them. You talk 
an economic report that would give the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund the shakes.

Dr. Alan Nunn May Was a Traitor 
To His Nation and All Free Peoples 


NEW YORK—When Doctor Alan Nunn 
May was released from prison in England 
the other day, three years early because of 
good behavior, he said he felt no qualms of 
conscience over being history’s first con- 
victed atomic spy. He added that a lot of 
people agree with him it 
was really no crime at all 
to help the Reds produce 
an A-bomb by giving 
them our hard-won se- 
crets. 

May made himself 
sound likea pretty abused 
fellow. But lest anyone 
gain the impression that 
he was, let us review 
what an absolute traitor 
this man was to his coun- 
try, his country’s allies, and countless mil, 
lions of human beings who now live in fear 
of an atomic war. @fe is lucky he was tried 
under a British law which packs a penalty 
roughly comparable to that imposed in this 
country on those who park double in front 
of Radio City Music Hall. If he had been 
tried under our espionage act of 1917, the 
probability.is he would long since have been 
forcibly removed from the human racg. 

May was loathed even by some of the 
other atomic spies, loathsome 4s they them- 
selves were. A sinister creep like Klaus 
Fuchs, for instance, was horrified at the 
very suggestion that he accept money from 
the Russians for the despairingly complete 
data he forwarded through Harry Gold. 

Near the end of Fuchs’ rope, when his 
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London courier suspected he was wavering 
in his devotion to the Soviet Union, he re- 
luctantly accepted $500 to prove his good 
faith. But he and others preferred to betray 
for nothing. 


The Russians had no difficulty pressing 
money on May. He sold out for $700 and two 
bottles of Scotch. In return, he gave them 
the first uranium-235 and uranium-233 they 
ae aie: seen, plus a lot of information he 

solemnly promised he would protect. 
He was in so thick with the intrigue which 
was headed by Colonel Zabotin, master spy, 
but ostensibly military attache of the Rus- 
sian embassy in Ottawa, that he had a code 
name—Alek. 


In the correspondence turned over to Ca- 
nadian authorities by Igor Gouzenko, the 
embassy cypher clerk who defected, it was 
seen that May not only did business with the 
Reds while working in Canada, but was all 
for continuing the activity after he returned 
to London. 


On Aug. 22, 1945, Zabotin informed his 
superiors in the Kremlin, ‘‘We have worked 
out the conditions of a meeting with Alek in 
London. Alek will work in King’s College, 
Strand. Meetings Oct. 7, 17, 27, on the street 
in front of the British Museum. The time 
ll o’clock in the evening. Identification 
signs: a newspaper under the left arm. 
Password: ‘Best regards to Mikel.’ ”’

When Carlton has pieced together a 
smooth production, he takes the edited tape 
to the WSB studios and puts it on the air, 
winding it up with a clipped, ‘Goodnight, 
everybody”’ which is a sure sign the time is 
close to 6:30 p. m.
